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(FROM TIIE KENTUCKY 
KERNEL). 

"Yah." said the engineering stu- 
dent. "It it isn't pracUcal. .itJsn'l 
worth, knowing." 

**InteUccta8lisin," said the pro- 
lessor in the January 13 Kernel, "is 
depriving ttudents o{ emotion, of 
cnthusianni'ot national spirit and 
passion." 

And so we sec that the centuries- 
old argument has come up again, 
with the scientist and the poet 
standing toe to toe and malting 
faces at each other. 

This time, the battleground is 
the Twentieth Century American 
college. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

That everything is not exactly 
right in higher education nowa- 
days is pointed out frequently by 
observers and commentators, who 
charge that the current crop of stu- 
dents— referred to, perhaps too of- 
ten, a* the What-The-Hell Genera- 
tion or the Jukc-Box Generation- 
are too characterized by contusion, 
cynicism, shallowness, and general 
wishy-washiness. 

And at this point, many of them 
split. One side declares that the 
students are apathetic and over-ob- 
jective because of the spirit of "in- 
tellectualism" which has taught 
them to loolc at everything from a 
tolerant, super-critical point of 
view. Its spokesmen deplore their 
lack of spirit, and their lack of 
moral judgment of the world 
around them, blaming science and 
intcllectualism for teaching them 
"it's not our concern whether this 
is right or wrong, but Just that is 
so." "Hiey say America is cursed 
with a generation of "observers," 
content to watch, but unmoved to 
take part. 

On the other hand, the scientists 
and "intellectualists" deplore iust 
as highly the fact that hordes of 
students graduate with little more 
than a hcadful of theories, some 
vague ideals, wispy sympathies, a 
lull stock of opinions— but nothing 
with which to back them up. These 
students. It is charged, look so far 
ahead to Utopias and-Arcadias that 
they never realize the down-to- 
earth, practical problems around 
Ihem every day. Poetry, music, 
philosophy, art, and the other 
traditional attributes of the "lib- 
eral" education are impractical, of 
no use, and a waste of time. The 
problems of the world, they say, 
can only be solved by material 
things, and therefore only these 
.things should be considered by 
education., "If it's not practical," 
the engineering student saidi "it 
isn't worth knowing." 

♦ ❖ ♦ 

The answer to this argument, it 
seems to us, lies, as it does so often, 
in a compromise between these two 
attitudes. An excess of one is Juit 
as narrow and false a stand as an 
excess of the other. 

We can attest from experience 
that, as the scientists say, it is very 
possible for a person to graduate 
from the University with little 
more than a head full of theories 
and ideals which give them a long- 
ing for a better world, a sympathy 
lor their fellow men, and a sense 
of honesty and justice. But we 
can also attest, along with the 
other side, that there are plenty 
who graduate with a cold scientific 
view point in which they never 
judge if what they are observing or 
doing is right or wrong. We know 
economists, for instance who study 
the contemporary industrial setup— 
the evil with the good— and are

Speàker Is Envoy 
Of British Women 
In War Time 

The Program Committee of 
the _ ^Women's Union has an- 
nounced that Dr. Winifred Cul- 
lis, C.B.E., M.A., acting as an 
ambassador of British women, 
will'addreES lite next meeting of 
the Union to be held this after- 
noon, at four o'clock in the 
R.V.C. Common Room. 

Dr. Cullls, who has just come to 
America from .Britain,^, where she 
acted as Professbr of Physiology at 
the University of London, has been 
delegated as an exponent of the 
viewpoint of the women of Britain in 
war time. She is prepared to an- 
swer all enquiries as to their share 
in the war effort, and what they 
have accomplished to date. 
Travelled Widely 

The speaker has travelled exten 
sively in Europe and America, and 
throughout the whole Empire as 
representative of Great Britain, 
and for her services was made 
Commander of the British Empire, 
She has a distinguished record of 
service to the country in medicine, 
public welfare, and education. 

A graduate of Cambridge Uni' 
versity, England, Dr. Cullls has re- 
ceived her degree of L.L.D. For 
three years she served as Président 
of the InternatlonaPFe'dcralion of 
University Women, and has now 
been appointed Chairman of the 
Education Committee of the Eng- 
lish Speaking Union. She is also a 
director of the weekly review 
' Time and Tide." 

In 1940 and 1041, Dr. Cullis was 
in the Far East, where she went at 
the request of the government to 
convey a message from Great Brit- 
ain to the women there. On her 
way home she visited the United 
States' and accepted a number of 
speaking engagements there. She 
has also broadcast to the United 
States from China, Malaya, Austra- 
lia, New Zealand, Canada, The 
Dutch East Indies, and from Europe. 
At the request of Sir Gerald Camp- 
bell, she joined the British Infor- 
mation in America in September of 
1941. 

Dr. Cullis will give several lec- 
tures in Montreal and during her 
stay she will be a guest at R.V.C.

Student's Selective Service 



College Presidents 
Meet in Baltimore 
To Discuss Programs 

The situation regarding high- 
er, education in wartime has 
been clearly stated in a recent 
publication put out under the 

. Joint sponsorship. of the Nation- 
al Committee on Education and 
Defence and the United States 
Office of Education. This bul- 

. letln contains 15 Resolutions 
and Recommendations adopted 
by a two-day meeting held last 
month in Baltimore by these 
bodies., at which were present 
nearly 1000 college and univer- 
sity presidents from the United 
States, Canada and Puerto Rico. 
A program was drawn up for 
cooperative action between the 
colleges and the governments 
concerned, and copies of the 
resulting decisions have been 
sent to all college presidents. 

In the memorandum issued by 
the American CouncU on Edu- 
cation in Washington, the more 
important points stressed .wf re: 
a national survey of manpower 
and the facilities of colleges and 
universities, the acceleration of 
college programs, endorse- 
ment of the principle of selec- 
tive service for procuring man- 
power for the armed forces, and 
the occupational deferment of 
selected medical, dental, theo- 
logical and graduate students.

Architects Show 
Film On Swedish 
Co-operative Plan

The Architects' Undergrad So- 
ciety made a timely choice In 
the selection of the third in 
their series of educational film.:. 
The picture, which was shown 
yesterday afternoon in the En- 
gineering Building, dealt with 
Consumer Co-operation In Swe- 
den, and was neither so weighty 
nor so dull as its alliterative 
title suggests. 

The progress of the move- 
ment since the last war was 
traced, showing its expansion 
over the entire country and Its ^ 
extension to numerous Indus- 
tries, including meat packing, 
shoemakers, l>akerics, coffee- 
houses, and machinery manu- 
facture. 

The houses in Sweden are 
built on a co-operative plan 
with three separate types for 
people in the different Income 
brackets. Type "K" Apartment 
Houses require a deposit of 10 
per cent, of the building's value 
and rente range from eleven 
dollars to seventy. Tenants in 
the second type of apartment 
must pay S per cent and rent 
from seven dollars to thirty- 
four a month. Type "C" is man- 
aged by the Government and 
tenants do not pay rent, but 
their occupation must be sanc- 
tioned by the government. 

Retail grocery stores'? are so 
operated that the consumer not 
only makes an initial saving by 
purchasing at lower prices but 
also receives about three per 
cent dividends from the store's 
profits by conserving his sales 
slips. (In fact it seems to be a 
pretty good graft set-up all 
around). 

The movement has not 
achieved such success without a 
lengthy struggle with the Trusts 
which were formerly very pow- 
erful . in Sweden. In recent ' 
years, however, the public has 
been subjected to an intensive

support of the War Loan. Hardly the 
place to indulge in cliches about the neces 
• eity of the Loan's BUccesB, and of the conse 
quences that will follow if it is a failure. 

College students, we will assume, have 
fà deeper and truer Icnowledge of the neces- 
sity,: of victor}', a Icnowledge that cannot 
*be encompassed by the written word. We're 
^aùre you've realized long-ago that the Loan 
'miist be a success, but we're not so sure 
that you know how you can help to make it 
a success. 

Only colléctively can college students 
help in a financial way, and this has 
. already been done through many of the 
^' undergraduate societies. - But singly,* col 
lege students can do much; and together 
as representatives of a great university, 
ihey can do more. 

For the success of a loan depends simply 
v' upon two things — it must be subscribed, 
: subscribers must be contacted; and it must 
be the foremost, the most important thing 
in.the public mind until the campaign is 
jrai^ed. Behind these two prim; factors are

We have made a fair contribution to 
the first of these factors, but to the seconc 
y!& have done little.

(These projects, whatever their fina

''Épèotators, and players on the scene, to help 
►long with the show,

Speed up the Courses 

Editor, McGill Daily. 
Dear Sir: 

The current issueof "Time" maga- 
zine contains, an article which 
should at once be an inspiration 
and reproach to every Canadian 
university student or faculty mem- 
ber. 

The article (under the heading of 
Education), dealt with the manner 
in which American universiUes are 
meeting the demands Of war. And 
the contrast between the clear- 
headed, decisive action of the Am- 
ericans, and the muddled, confused 
course of our colleges is at once ap- 
parent 

Many and varied are the changes 
that war wrought on the American 
college scene, but the most im- 
portant is the addition of a third, 
or summer, term to the college 
year. This permits most students to 
obtain degrees in under three years. 
The extra term Is, of course, 
optional. 

McGiU's war effort has been out- 
standing, along certain lines, but It 
seems to me that we have been 
evading tlie main issue. We all 
agree that we can serve our coun- 
try bèst by proceeding with our 
courses and obtaining degrees, but 
no effort has been made (except in 
the faculty of Medicine) to speed 
up the college progrsm. Salvage 
campaigns, fund-raising Jamborees 
and military training all have their 
place, but our main duty is to pass 
our courses well, and to graduate 
toon. ' 

Of course; there are difficulties 
in the road. Many students rely on 
summer work to provide funds for 
the winter's expenses. But 89 per 
cent of American colleges seem to 
have got around this difficulty. 
Why, then, shouldn't we? By add- 
ing the extra term, hard-up stu- 
dents will be enabled to graduate 
all the sooner, thus easing their 
burdèn in the long run. Thé gov- 
ernment could assist by setting 
aside a special loan fund for such 
students, perhaps stipulating that 
Canada shall have first call on 
them after graduation. And by 
making the summer term optional, 
those students who simply must do 
summer work will still be able to 
continue at college. 

We must repeat, again, that the 
difficulties are many and great 
Most courses wdtild have to be 
drastically re-organized. We would 
all have to work much harder. Fees 
would have to be altered. But in 
times like these, we must be pre- 
pared to make sacrifices. 

And when the war is over, per- 
haps the ridiculously long five 
month holiday will be a thing for- 
ever past, and students will no 
longer be studerits for only half the 
year.

It is not often that one looks to philology 
for inspiration In our daily life. But to the 
earnest seeker, as readers of this cblumn un- 
doubtedly are, this field. Is Inexhaustibly fruit- 
ful. Let us take an instance of how the linguis- 
tic conception of everyday n^atters affects one's 
entire view-point 

Etymological scholars are almost certain of 
the derlvaUon of our word Tragedy; according 
to them it comes from the Greek 'Tragos" 
which is in turn derived from the goat-^Hins 
which the actors wore. Now it is Important 
to realize that these skins wérc worn in order 
to 'suggest the bestial nature of the Satyrs, 
which were an integral part of the earlier 
.Greek plays. Here, of course, is our word 
"satire" which has only comparatively recently 
assumed a comic connotatl6n. Thus it becomes 
dear that pur words "Tragedy" aAd "Satire" 
through their etymons are closely linked sem- 
antlcally. 

Although it may not appear immediately to 
the Inexperienced eye, there is here a profound 
thought for us.

Af- 
ter this episode, the party proceed- 
ed quietly along the ridge until a 
suitable spot for lunch was located. 
A convenient bench at the sito al- 
lowed thé sparrows to perch and 
admire a ]ofty..v.iew.^ôf.Ste. Sau- 
veur. A fire was made and tea 
brewed in twtnty- minutes fiat. 

The tea this time was not of the 
O.C. variety and for once tasted of

&e tools, the facts, to do It. They 
fill them full of a belief that there 
Is much wrong with both national 
and International organization, yet 
they don't know whether rubber 
. 'Can be grown in South America, or 
' whether Russia really is a commun- 
ist state or not. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 
We are also afraid that In some 
of the sciences students get the 
tools but have no desire to use them 
for any good purpdse:^They know 
the Intricacies of : corporate organi- 
zation but are not stirred when they 
find injustices in It; they know all 
about vitamin deficiencies, but have 
no desire to do anything about it. 

And so we would say that any- 
one who Is to have any part in the 
direction of Judgment of policy of 
his govemment^and In a democracy 
that certainly, should include every 
college graduate— should have both. 
We would no more want a president 
who had not read Walt Wliitmon 
than we would want one who had 
not read The Wealth of Nations or 
Capital. We wouldn't want a presi- 
dent who could not feel the message 
of Beethoven's Fifth Symphony any 
more than one who was unfamiliar 
with the workings of the poll tix 
or International tariffs. 

For it seems to us, the long-range 
' policy of a government or of one 
man is determined ° by emotional

tlon the National .Headquarters 
of the Selective Service System 
has advised its local boards to 
consider seriously for deferment 
"students in certain specialized 
professional fields in whicli 
dangerously low levels of man- 
power are found to exist" and 
also qualified ' instructors In 
L^«M|»aine, fields. ■■.In spite of 
iAs^conccssion, however, and a 
promise that students will not 
be called for service until they 
have completed the year in 
which they arc engaged when 
they arc registered. National 
Headquarters has staled that 
"Our attitude U definite; with 
Individual exceptions that may 
be appealed, decisions of local 
boards will reflect the national 
attitude; colleges and universi- 
ties wlir continue to meet their 
responsibility to the fuU." 

Other recommendations put 
forward by this conference, the 
largest gathering of leaders 
in higher education ever as- 
sembled, included proposals for 
^exchange of Information on 
def«ieej plans- and. policies, the 
oaintenanco of standards In the 
granting of credit for military 
experience, the improving of 
the general physical fitness of 
students and the retaining of a 
higher degree of uniformity as 
possible in the calendar and- 
other arrangements of all col- 
leges and universities.

beautiful I have seen. .They belong 
to the negro pianist Bruce Wen- 
dell, who may not be known on thb 
side of the Atlantic, but Is recog- 
nized on the other side as an inter- 
preter of Liszt I had the pleasure 
of hearing and seeteg those hands 
in action on the piano, but they 
were never so eloquent as when 
they were in repose. It was In this 
position that I photographed them, 
unknown to the owner, who gra- 
ciously overlooked my rudeness 
and consented to my developing 
the picture. 

The hands were oval in shape, 
with long slender fingers which 
tapered slightly to the tips making 
them appe<ar longer than they real 
ly were. The thumb bent slightly 
forward, and when the -hand was 
at rest took up a position under the 
index finger. 

These niinor details I observed 
because hands have always been 
particularly fascinating to me. In 
deed, almost the first thing I notice 
about a person is the hands. 

nie hands .of this artist rested 
lightly on whatever supported them 
and all their lines and movemenis 
suggested to me a gentle, sensitive 
nature. Moreover, there was no 
mistaking his love. for.;thejpiaao in 
the way his handa' moved over, not 
only the keyboard,- but any part of 
the insthunent 

That 'reminds.me of « certain 
professor, reserved and undemon 
stratlve, who never showi great en 
thuslasm over anything, that is, not 
by word or facial expression, but 
whose hands take on a new char 
Bcter- when they come Into contact 
with books. His hands, which are 
not particularly striking in them 
selves, seem to glow with warmth 
and express his love for books. 

In my room hangs a picture of 
de Vinci's "Mona Lisa." One of the 
first things I see on waking up In 
the morning it this lady to whose 
puzzling smile so much attention 
has been drawn, that few people 
notice her hands. On looking closely 
at them, one observes that the two 
hands seem to belong not to the 
same person. The left hand Is more 
matured lookteg than the right It 
also shows more strength of char- 
acter, seriousness and capability, 
than the other, which looks' im- 
mature and expresses a certain 
playfulness. 

I am not suggesting that the 
hands of the genius shook, or that 
he purposely produced inconsisten- 
cies he did not see in real life. As 
a matter of fact such inconsisten- 
cies in life are many; further, why 
could not "Mona Lisa" though a 
serious woman have *her playful 
mood? 

Hands express moods and feel- 
ings even more accurately than 



they reveal character. Everyone Is 
familiar with the moods or feelings 
cxpresed In the handshake. It does 
not require any special Insight to 
distinguish between the genuinely 
friendly person and the cold, self* 
centred one, or between the happy 
and sad moods of a perton in the 
handshake. 

Uncontclously people betray thehr 
real feelings In their hands. I re- 
member an unnaturally even-tem- 
pered teacher I once had— so even- 
tempered, in fact that her face 
muscles had forgotten how to react 
on the rare occasions when she be- 
came angry. This, of courte, wàt 
not the very bett thing for a class of 
about thirty healthy girls of high 
school age, as they could not tell: 
Just how far they could stray from 
the straight and narrow path of dis- 
cipline safely. Then some observant 
girls made a discovery. This teach- 
er had the curious habit of moving 
her fingers In a fast dhimihlng ac 
tlo'n when she was mentally dis 
turbed. The angrier she became the 
more slowly and deliberately the 
fingers moved. If they stopped by 
themselves without a definite 
change in the class* behaviour, the 
students realized too late that they 
had transgressed tdo far. - *' 

Those who play In an, orchestra 
or do some singing imder a conduc- 
tor, are well aw)ire:ot thc^import 
ance - of expressive hands. They 
know how much", more Important 
the hands are than the l>aton. The 
baton can only mark' tlhife, a'nd 
that only under the control of the 
hand, whereas the hands themselves 
speak to the performers in the 
language they hitve learned to' un- 
derstand. 

Because they express so much, 
hands are an asset to their owners, 
but, and for the same reason they 
can become a liability. The public 
speaker or performer usually never 
remembers that he has hands until 
he gets up before an audience. Then 
they become unmanageable, ex' 
pressing loudly.!< the,,yery thing he 
is trying to hide,'' his'' embarrass- 
ment and nervousness. 

I have often wondered whether 
It Is because hands are so expressive 

of the real person, that men take 
such great pains to hide theirs In 
their pockets,
